Miss Murray, who was a favorite with 
those who visited the cafe, was an 
orphan. For more than six hours after 
drinking the poison the young woman 
lay in her room, before others of the 
house knew that anything was wrong. 
She was taken to the Passavant Hospi- 
tal, where she diced. 

In a letter, addressed to Mrs. Cooper, 
the girl asked to be allowed to keep 


‘the photograph in her arms even after 


death. Also clasped in her arms was a 
letter for the man. The letter was 
full of pathos, telling of her disappoint- 
ment at the man’s desertion of her. 
She Is Tired of Living. 

Her letter says: 

“Dear Arthur: When you read, this 
I hope to have passed from this world 
forever. I cannot stand to live any 


longer. Since I first met you I have 


loved you better than my life, and it 


fe impossible for me to live and bel 


treated by you as I have been. Even 
after you went away I was not worth 
the time it would have taken you to let 
me know.

A 
moment later the police arrived. 

When Levine was arraigned in court 
the managers of #everal hotels &p- 
peared and told of recent robberies in 
their houses. Maj, Cookson said the 
young man got jewelry valped at $2000 
in his room before he was captured.

“Amy person who shall in any high- 
way, or thoroughfare, of this city, fly 
a kite, or use any sport. or exercise, 
likely to scare horses, or embarrass the 
passage of vehicles, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor.”

E WELCOME the belated promise uf tariff reform, now offered 
by the Republican party as a tardy recognition of the 
righteousness of the Democratic position on this question, but 


the people cannot safely entrust the execution of this important work 


to a party which is so obligated to the highly protective interests that it 


* postpones relief until after the election. 


And we call attention to the significant fact that the promise now 
made is wholly vitiated by the use of qualifying words under which the 
present tariff iniquities have been fostered and dev eloped. 

We favor an immediate revision of the tariff by the reduction of im- 
port duties. 


Articles entering into competition with articles controlled by a trust 
should be gore upon the free list: material reductions should be made 
in the tariff upon the necessities of life, especially on articles competing 
with such American manufactures that are sold abroad cheaper than at 
home, and graduated reductions should be made in such other schedules 
as may be necessary to restore the tariff to a revenue basis.

We, therefore, demand the immediate repeal of the tariff upon wood 
pulp, print paper, lumber, logs, wood and timber, placing the same op 
the free list.

UNDERGROUND SUPPLY 
OF WATER DECREASING 
OVER LARGE AREAS 


Deforestation and Surface Drainage 
Two Causes of Waste, Says 


: Expert. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 9.—At a 
meeting here yesterday of representa- 
tives of water plants owned privately 
and by municipalities, and attended by 
State Health Officers, Marshall O. 
Leighton of the United States Geological 
Survey discussed the decreasing under- 
ground water supply. 

The speaker declared the ground water 
level. beneath large areas has fallen 
fifteen to twenty-five feet in the last 
five years. Another evidence of the ex- 
peustion of underground supply, he said, 
was the fact that flowing wells have 
ceased to flow. 

In Chicago, the first artesian well was 
Grilled in 18644 and the water rose 80 
feet above the surface, or 111 feet above 
Lake Michigan. The flow has long since 
ceased, until now the water stands 
fifteen or twenty feet below the sur- 
face. Mr. Leighton assigned the fol- 
lowing cawses for the decline of the un- 
derground water supply: 

Waste of water, surface draining by 
ditching for cultivation, overdevelop> 
ment of underground waters and defor- 
estation. '

Bill Will Seek Transfer of That 
Amount to Improvement 
Account. 





Following the adoption of a resolution 
by the West End Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, condemning the city administra- 
tion for delaying the work on the free 
bridge, President O'Reilly of the Board 
of Public Improvements said Thursday 
that at Friday night’s meeting of the 
Council he will have introduced a bil! 
providing that $1,000,000 of the recent 
bond issue be transferred to the free 
bridge account. : 

“So far as my office is concerned, 
there is no delay,” he said. ‘Surveying 
work and other engineering operations 
are progressing rapidly. The flood in- 
terfered with operations on the east 
side of the river for awhile. 

He Awaits a Design. 

“The work has now progressed so far 
that I am only waiting for a design 
for the bridge. I cannot have one drawn 
untfl the Municipal Assembly author- 
izes me to do so.”’ 

“As to the free bridge I must refer 
you to the official records and to the 
communications which I have sent to 
the Assembly. They will show whether 
there has been delay so far as the ex- 
ecutive department is concerned,” said 
Mayor Wells. 

The records show that on June 5, after 
Mayor Wells refused to approve Presi- 
dent O’Reilly’s. selection of Brenneke & 
Fay, as builders of the bridge, a bill was 
passed by the Council authorizing 
O'Reilly to employ constructing en- 
gineers, whose compensation was to be 
4 per cent of the cost of the bridge. 


Bille Still in Committee. 
A similar bil! was introduced in the 


House at the same time. June 12 the 
Council bill was referred to the Public 
Improvements Committee of the House. 

June 29 the House bill was referred to 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House, They still are in committee. 

It is necessary that this measure pass 
before the actual building work can be- 
gin. To make it a law, the House must 
act on it and the Mayor approve it.

DAVE GFE 
ROM POWER

DENVER, Colo., July 9. 

In the struggle which ended in the 
ousting of Col. J. M. Guffey of Pennsyl- 
vania from the Democratic Convention, 
the anti-Bryan forces got their first 
test of the Nebraskan’s strength with- 
out State instructions working for him, 
and the result showed that he lacked 
60 votes of two-thirds. The vote was 387 
for Guffey and 615 against. 

Many of last night’s votes were dic- 
tated by sentiment, policy or inclina- 
tion. 

Comrades of Guffey in many politi- 
cal campaigns gave him the solid votes 
of New York, Illincis and New Jersey. 

Old Leaders Stand by Guffey. 

Murphy of Tammany Hall, Sullivan 
of Illinois and Smith of New Jersey 
stood loyally by Col. Guffey. 

The anti-Bryan leaders planned to 
make the test of Bryan’s strength in 
the Pennsylvania fight if the Creden- 
tials Committee unseated the Guffey 
delegates. The Bryan leaders accepted 
their challenge and their anxiety was 
shown by the fact that all day the tele- 
phone between Lincoln and the various 
State delegations in Denver was busy. 
Mr. Bryan appealed personally to the 
delegates over the telephone to stand 
by him and drive Col. Guffey from the 
party, 

The vote on the question showed that 
many States were divided. Delegation 
after delegation announced that it was 
unanimous, the unit rule applying in 
some cases and not in others. The 
anti-Bryan leaders recognized on the 
one hand that there were Bryan men 
who voted for Col. Guffey because they 
believed his unseating would set a bad 
precedent. On the other hand, they say 
there were anti-Bryan men who voted 
against Col. Guffey because of the 
band-wagon movement. 

Missouri Delegation Split. 

In the Missouri delegation there was 
a division, five delegates voting in favor 
of Col. Guffey. The five were Senator 
Kinney, Colin Selph and Charles P. 
Higgins of St. Louis, Joe Shannon of 
Kansas City and Dr. J. A. Robinson of 
Christian County. 

Mr. Shannon said that he voted for 
Col. Guffey because he believed the 
Guffey delegates had received a ma- 
jority of the votes in the primaries and 
were entitled to their seats regardless 
of whether they represented the Stand- 
ard Oil or other interests. 

Instead of casting the entire vote of 
his State for the majority (Bryan) re- 
port, Roger Sullivan announced 58 votes 
against it under the unit rule. 

A miniature riot followed. Judge Eda- 
mupd J. Dunne of Chicago, former 
Mayor, jumped to his feet and demand- 
ed that the delegation be polled. 

“The delegation nas been  polled,’’ 
loudly retorted Sullivan, ‘and §he,”’ 
pointing to Dunne, «<nows it. He is 
only trying to make himself conspicu- 
ous.’’ 

Notwithstanding this declaration, 
Chairman Bell ordered the delegation 
polled. Mayor Silas D. Cook of East 
St. Louis voted with Sullivan when his 
name was called. So did Mayor Fred 
J. Kern of Belleville. So did about two- 
thirds of the delegation. But the dele- 
gates from the Twenty-third District, 
where Bryan formerly lived, the “Bryan 
home folks’ crowd, voted _ solidly 
against the Chicago boss. 

The anti-Sullivan votes included near- 
ly all those in Central and Southern Ii- 
linois, except the two mayors from §&8t. 
Clair County—Cook and Kern. Among 
the number were Judge’S. L. Dwight 
of Centralia, T. N. Jett of Hillsboro, 
Henry O. Tonsor of Alton, F. W. Bur- 
ton of Carlinville. W. E. Williams of 
Pittsfield, George N. Parker of Robin- 
son, C. B. Thomas of McLeansboro, W. 
V. Choissier of Harrisburg, W. H. 
Warder of Marion, and William R. 
Borders of Sparta. 

There were about twenty votes against 
Sullivan out of the total of 68, but aft- 
er this result had been tabulated, Chair- 
man Bell asked former Mayor Dunne 
this question: 

“Ts it true, as Mr. Sullivan says, that 
the Illinois delegation adopted the unit 
rule?” ~ 

“T believe it is,’ replied Dunhe, 

“Well, then,’’ Bell announced decisive- 
ly, “the entire 58 votes of Illinois will 
be cast as Mr. Sullivan originally an- 
neunced them—for the minority report.” 

This was a decided victory for Sulll- 
van, and the jolly Roger and his Heu- 
tenant, State Chairman Boeschenstein 
of Edwardsville, and the two St. Clair 
mayors laughed with glee. 

Merits of the Case. 

The first speaker for the minority re- 
port .was Mr. Straus, who presented it. 

Mr. Straus asked that the substitution

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OPENS CAMPAIGN 
FOR MUNICIPAL 
OWNEDCONDUITS 


Improvement Association of 
Twenty-Seventh Ward 
Explains Proposition. | 





An active campaign for the municipal 


‘ownership of the conduit system of St. 


Louis, to encourage competition in the 
electrict light and power business as 
been started. by the Twenty-seventh 
Ward Improvement Association, follow- 
ing its own indorsement of the propo- 
sition. . 

The improvement association is send- 
ing information regarding the conduits 
to every other civic and improvement 
organization in the city, and will follow 
this up by sending one of its represent- 
atives to the meetings of these organiza- 
tions to explain the proposition in de- 
tail. 

The organization will also take up 
with the proper city officials the pre- 
liminary matters necessary to bring 
about the purchase of the. conduits, 
which are now controlled absolutely by 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. 


Competition Shut Off. 
Under the Keyes ordinance, which re- 


quires that all wires in the district be- 
tween Twenty-second street and the 
river, and Spruce and Wash streets, 
shall be placed under ground, not only 
all competing companies, but the city 
iself, is shut out of the conduits. 

Competition in the underground dis- 
trict, in which the cream of the elec- 
trical business exists, being rendered 
impossible by the ordinance, the im- 
provement association takes the stand 
that if the city exercises its option to 
purchase the conduits, it will make it. 
forever impossible for any company to 
get another monopol: on the electric 
light and power business. 

Street Commissioner Travilla told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday that 
the city ought to own the conduits at 
the earliest possible moment. He said 
that the municipal conduits in Balti- 
more have proven a great success, 
and that there is no reason why St. 
Louis could not operate conduits not 
only to the great benefit of the city, 
but to private consumers as well. 

As the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co, now controls the conduits 
it will be impossible for any competi- 
tors to bid on the city lighting con- 
tract, which is to be renewed in 1910. 

City Lighting Contract. 

It has been suggested that a con- 
tract for city lighting be made for 
one or two years, at the expiration of 
the present contract, and then the 
city can, by acquiring the conduits, 
avail itsel? of the benefit of compe- 
tition, 

When the city built the municipal 
lighting plant in the City Hall it was 
forced to put in its own conduits to 
the Court House, old City Hall, fire 
engine: house at |Ninth and Market 
streets and the Four Courts. 

If the city cowld get into the con- 
duits with high-tension wires it 


could supply: eight or ten more fire 


engine houses with electricity from 
the City Hall plant. 
It costs but 9-10 of a cent a kilo- 
watt hour to generate sleererr in 
the City Hall plant, and this cheap 
current could be used by the fire en- 
gine houses instead of the ~ high- 
priced Union Electric current. In this 
alone the city could save several 
thousand dollars a year. 
There is a “joker” in the Keyes or- 
dinance which provides that ducts 
shall be reserved to the city’s use, but 
it specifies that only low-tension 
wires shall be used. As electric light 
and power wires are high-tension, the 
city is thereby shut out of the con- 
duits, except for telephone and tele- 
graph wires. 

Conduit Monopoly. 

All electric current for the district be- 
tween Twenty-second street and the 
river, Spruce and Wash streets, known 
as the underground or conduit district, 
is distributed threugh the conduits, 
which were built by six companies, all 
of which have since been absorbed or 
purchased by the~Union Electric. 

The Twenty-seventh Ward Improve- 
ment Association takes the view that 
the city, by owning the conduits, can 
lease space in them to other companies 
and render competition easy and effec- 
tive and at the same time derive a 
revenue that will in a few years pay 
for the conduits. 

It also takes the view that an elec- 
trical company would find it exceed- 
inly difficult to compete, in districts 
outside of the conduit district, with a 
company that had the exclusive privi- 
lege of selling current in the under- 
ground section of the city. 

President Sacks of the improvement 
association is communicating with the 
proper officers of all the other associa- 
tions in the city and expects to enlist 
their co-operation in the movement.

This sally was greeted ;with much 
laughter and prolonged cheering.

Then, 
high above the cheering and racketing 
and howling and shrieking of the dele- 
gations, the band switched to ‘Hail;

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JOHN SCHROERS’ CONFESSION. 

The German printing jobbers evidently do not 
intend to convict themselves. They stand on their 
constitutional rights. Whether they have formed 
a combine to tap the City Treasury and whether 
their moribund little plunderbund newspapers 
have any legitimate circulation or not is none of 
the public’s business. : 

When John Schroers, represerting the German- 
American Press Association, which has been kept 
precariously alive for some time by this printing 
hand-out, refused to appear before the Council 
committee appointed to investigate him and. his 
combination, he practically admitted all that has 
been charged in this case. If there had been any 
Gefense he would have made it. 

The things, then, which have thus been con- 
fessed by John Schroers and his German-Ameri- 
can Press Association are these: 1. There is a 
combination between the German newspapers in 
the matter of the city printing, as a result of 
which there is no competition in bidding and 
many thousands of dollars are annually drawn 
unlawfully from the Treasury; 2. The German 
newspapers of St. Louis are pr:.ctically at the 
point of death, have an insignificant circulation 
and exist now chiefly on the proceeds of this 
printing job. aa 

The facts having been admitted, the. Council 
is under no obligation to award the contract. To 
do so would be to put a frightful premium on 
eonspiracy and plunder. : 
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THE CHIEF MOURNER AT DENVER. 

The Grover Cleveland resolution at Denver did 
not eulogize the former President as a Democrat. 
It commended him as a “character” and a “lead- 
er.” 

Ostensibly the expression of the assembled Dem- 
ocrats of the country, the resolution was in reality 
the faint praise and the civil leer of Mr. Bryan, 
“who came to bury Caesar, not to praise him. 

Everybody knows Mr. Bryan’s opinion of Grover 
Cleveland. Beginning with the Chicago platform 
of 1896 and continuing consistently through all 
the years that have passed since then, in plat- 
form, in speech and in letter, he has denounced 
Mr. Cleveland as a man and as a Democrat. The 
epithet most frequently applied to him has been 
*“bunco steerer.” 

A self-respecting Democratic convention might 
easily have concluded to pass its own eulogy 
upon Cleveland, rather than permit itself to be 
used as a funnel to trumpet the scant and studied 
phrases of a man who was afraid to strike the 
dead but who, usurping the role of chief mourn- 
er, did not have the generosity to act well the 
part. we 

When our party conventions are so completely 
dominated by one man that they fail to glory in 
their own achievements and timidly refrain from 
doing homage to their Own heroes, they might 
as well be made up of wax figures and phono- 
graphs. 
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PICNICS IN THE PARKS. 

The bill passed by the House of Delegates re- 
quiring the Park Commissioner to issue picnic 
_ permits to any responsible person should be ac- 
cepted by the Council without demur. 

Mr. Scanlan's gttitude on this question cannot 
be justified either by common sense or good 





public policy. The parks are designed to afford}, 
rest and recreation for all the people, and should 


be always open to everybody who wants to enjoy 
them for legitimate purposes. To discriminate 
against picnic parties would be elways ‘llogical, 
but to exclude them on the ground that it was im- 
possible to exclude automobiles, which were a 
menace to the children, was a most unfortunate 
lapse of discretion, if not of common sense. 

Under proper regulations, everybody, rich and 
poor, on foot or on horseback, in carriages or 
automobiles, should have access to the park to 
enjoy it, as it was designed to be enjoyed. To 
have a cake, and not eat it, is folly. : 
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A GREAT CHANCE FOR “WATER.” 

The “St. Louis Laundrymen’s Exchange,” rep- 
resenting 25 laundries, looks very much like a 
trust, acts like a trust, talks like a trust when it 
is brought Into court, and there is a very well- 
grounded suspicion that it is a trust. 

As yet, however, it does not appear to be a full- 
grown trust, but only a frafl infant. Wet Nurse 
John I. Beggs could do wonders with it. Which 
irresistibly leads to the question, Will the Nort. 
American Co, adopt this infant into the utility 
family and run off a long line of securities on the 
strength of it? 

A Laundry Trust would seem to offer excep- 
tional opportunities for waiter, 
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BEING POLITE TO THE BIG CINCH. 

Mr. Sheridan Webster is not the author of the 
well-known book of words, but he is as apt as 
any Webster in their use, and “ho other night, 
at a meeting of-a popular organization, in a 
resolution directed against the chief enemies of 
popular welfare hereabouts hé employed the de- 
scriptive term, “Big Cinch.” 


Other members objected to the use of “Big| 


Cinch” as impolite; and Mr. Ziebold, who is some- 
thing of a word-monger himself, ;.ersuaded the 
meeting to substitute “hostile special interests,” 
leaving the question of politeness open. 

It is easily answered, however. “Cinch” is po- 
lite speech according to Noah Webster himself, 
who defines it as “a tight grip” and “a girth.” A 
big tight grip, then, and a big girth are both 
proper and plain. After all, most language is 
mere colloquialism. Local usage establishes its 
meaning, its force, its propriety, in most instances. 

But will somebody explain what is the zood of 
quibbling over politeness when it comes to dealing 
with nostile special interests? The virtue of 
language would seem to be its rude vigor in such 
a case; and the substance of a thing ig sometimes 
so inelegant as to demand inelegant terms. 

What the hostile special interests of St. Louis 
deserve is a verbal ax, a sledgehammer or a pile- 
driver, and Big Cinch would even be better if it 
were a heavier weapon. .Certainly it will be 
retained in local usage until a better one comes 
to hand, and few friends of the people will stop 
to bother about its politeness. 
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STONE WAS A BOLTER, TOO. 

Most of the men who are now attacking Col. 
Ball as a bolter because, in 190°, he supported 
Meriwether for Mayor against Wells, the regular 
Democratic nominee, are friends of William J. 
Stone. 

If they will overhaul the record of Senator 
Stone they will discover that he also was a bolter 
on this occasion. Like Col. Ball, he made speeches 
for the municipal ownership and socialistic can- 
didate. Stone had been Governor and he.was an 
aspirant for the United States senatorship. Ball 
was then as now a loquacious politician who 
aimed high, but generally fell far short of his 
mark. 

With the example ‘of their patron at Lincoln, 
Neb., before them, bolting can hardly be looked 
upon as a serious offense in Democratic poli- 
ticians, but why should anybody denounce as trea- 
son in a private like Ball that which in a Govern- 


or and a prospective Senator, like Stone, is re-| 


garded only as a harmless diversion? 

If the Democrats hope to elect their candi- 
dates hereafter the less they have to say about 
bolters the better, for most of them have figured 
in that line at one time or another. 
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LACLEDE GAS IS ON THE JOB. 

It is morally certain that no franchise for a new 
gas company will ever be granted in St. Louis 
with the consent of the Laclede monopoly, but 
why should the agents of that trust be permitted 
to bait the men whose purpose it is to give the 
people the benefit of competition? 

It is the business of the House of Delegates 
Committee on Public Improvements to find out 
whether the new company is responsible or not. 
It has no business with attorneys or other rep- 
resentatives of the trust whose only purpose is 
to cast discredit upon the new enterprise. 

If the trust is to be believed there is no possi- 
bility of genuine competition with it. On this 
assumption it sells stocks and bonds and pays div- 
idends and interest. It is the duty of the House 
Committee to expose this fallacy, but it never will 
do so if its proceedings are engineered by the rep- 
resentatives of the trust. 
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THE DENVER AUDITORIUM. ; 

The Auditorium in which the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1908 was held is a fine example of mu- 
nicipal enterprise. It is the property of the city, 
ordered by a popular vote, built out of the pro- 
ceeds of a bond issue, and maintained by current 
revenues. 

This great building, which will accommodate an 
audience of 12,000, is modeled on the Mormon 
Tabernacle at Salt Lake City, the acoustic. prop- 
erties of pon, | are so perfect that. conversation 
in a low tone Of voice is possible between persons 
sitting in opposite corners. Instead of a maze of 
iron girders in which the human voice is diffused 
and lost, the ceiling of the Auditorium is plas- 
tered over and has obvious advantages as a sound- 
ing board. 

The Auditorium’ is\furnished free of cost to 
conventions and other large assemblies, the theory 
being that such occasions bring business to the 
hotels, railroads and other local interests, and 
that the city can well afford to maintain a meet- 
ing hall and subsidize the conventions by rent- 
free accommodations. 

It is a unique, a peculiarly Western idea. Orig- 
inality expresses itself in many ways on the prai- 
ries and on the mountains. 
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CRAZY SNAKE OFF THE RESERVATION,

Instead of nothing to do but 
fall in love and be miserable, if he had had a 
day’s work to do every day he might have been 
happy, and content with the realization that one 
wife is about enough for any man to support.

Says a writer in Appleton’s. ‘The so- 
cialization of home industries has alt- 
ered women’s status, and in many cases 
forced ‘them upon the world. But in 
the world they are not making the place 
for themselves that they formerly held 
in the home, as equal factors with men. 
It is clear that, in the professions to- 
day, men are quite equal to the «ae- 
mands. There is no function of leader- 
ship, in other words, that any woman 
possesses that some man cannot exer- 
cise as well as she. The doors of op- 
portunity are being closed to her again, 
because opinion seems to have crystal- 
lized into the belief that woman has not 
“made good,’’ in the sense that she can 
stand alone, well supported, successful, 
and unanxious, upon her own work. One 
does not mean necessarily that the pro- 
fessional woman has failed, that she 
has not earned a living, or made a repu- 
tation, or both, but that she has not 
made herself an indispensable part of 
professional life, a factor ef undisputed 
worth. 

“The opinion even of womer off* this 
subject is strangely unanimous. They 
are not satisfied with the position in 
which they stand in business nor with 
fwhat they st.nd for. They have be- 
come unsettled about themselves and 
their ability to fight successfully 
shoulder to shoulder with men, egiven 
the opportunity, and: are looking to 
themselves, for a wonder, to see if the 
explanation lies within. 

“Woman has failed to ‘make go00d’ 
her pretensions to consideration as an 
independent leader and thinker ia the 
professions and in business. Almost 
nowhere in the high places do we find 
women. Very few are they among phy- 
siclans of note, few among lawyers, and 
few as executive heads of colleges or 
holders of professiona! chairs, few 
among the ranks of editors. And in the 
teaching and newspaper fields they have 
had great opportunities, whatever may 
be the case today. 








| Self Reliant Girls. 








HE chief end of doctors is to teach 
people to keep well’ with the 
minimum of doctoring. The

burn, would pay 9.65 cents a kilowatt 
hour, the consumer with 500 lamps 
woul'l pay 6.12 cents, and the consumer 
w'th 3000 lamps would pay 3.22 cents. 

The consumer with 50 lamps pays 6.43 
cents more a kilowatt hour than the 
consumer with 2300 lamps and 3.53 cents 
more than the consumer with 6500 
lamps. The consumer with 5600 lamps 
pays 2.9 cents more a kilowatt hour 
than the consumer with 3000 lamps. 

Experts say the only reasonable ex- 
cuse for charging the small consumer a 
higher rate than the big consumer, un- 
der the above conditions, would be the 
cost of reading the meter and making 
out the bills. 

That this cost is merely nominal is 
shown by the fact that predecessors of 
Union Electric rented meters to con- 
sumers at 26 cents a month, and the 
highest charge ever mads for a meter 
was 50 cents, and this included every- 
thing.

sumer 14% cents. These are the figures 
for the three hours’ daily burn. 

The 60-lamp consumer is not only 
forced to pay twice the base rate of 
the 3000-lamp consumer, but he gets a 
quantity discount of only 6 per cent, 
while the big consumer gets a discount 
of 32% per cent. 

The 500-lamp consumer gets a base 
rate of 9% cents, with a discount of 22% 
per cent. 

There is a double recognition of the 
wholesale principle in Union: Electric’s 
new rates. 

The big consumer not only gets a big 
advantage in the base rates, but he also 
gets five times the amount of quantity 
discount that the small consumer gets. 


Now, for illustration, suppose these 
three merchants go to Boston to buy 
shoes. The 60-lamp man buys one 
ecarload, the 600-lamp man buys 10 
carloads and the 3000-lamp man buys 
60 carloads. This is the exact pro- 
portion in which they buy electricity. 

In shipping the shoes to St. Louis 
they get exactly the same carload 
freight rate. The small merchant 
does not pay any higher freight rate 
per pair of shoes than the big pur- 
chaser. If, the railroad compelled him 
to do so it would violate the law and 
would be subject to prosecution in the 
Federal courts. 

The merchant who bought 60 car- 
loads of shoes would be able to buy

Could Not Stay in Business. 

If the small merchant had to buy 
his shoes on the same principle he 
buys his electric light, and had also to 
pay freight in accordance with the 
same principle, he could not stay in 
business. 

The small merchant would have to 
get three times as much for his shoes 
as the big merchant, and, of course, 
he could not compete in the same re- 
tail market.
